The  following  Lilacs  are  some  of  the  finest,  recently  introduced  ; many  of  them  are 
only  to  be  found  in  private  collections;  well  branched  plants,  i8  inches  high  : 

Per  loo, 

Diderot,  single,  enormous  panicles,  i foot  long,  with  large  claret-purple  flowers, 
very  free. 

Emile  Gentil,  double,  large  panicles  of  bright  cobalt-blue,  a very  rare  shade  among 
Lilacs, 

Jean  Mace,  double,  broad,  compact  panicles,  irregular  flowers,  mauve,  fading  to 
bluish,  an  early  and  very  floriferous  variety. 

President  Fallieres,  enormous  trusses,  very  large  incurved  flowers  of  pale  lilac  pink, 
late  flowering,  very  double. 

President  Loubet,  double,  large  purple  flowers  with  red  buds. 

Vestale,  single,  enormous  panicles,  large  individual  flowers,  pure  white  ; a very 
attractive  variety. 

Early  Lilacs,  Per  too, 

A cross  between  one  of  the  early  flowering  Lilacs  and  S3Tinga  Giraldi  ; this  latter 
Lilac  has  been  recently  introduced  from  China  and  is  remarkable  for  its  flow^ering  a 
week  or  two  before  the  other  sorts.  This  cross  originated  a new  race  of  tall 
growing  lilacs,  which  expand  their  flowers  before  those  now  known. 

Berryer,  mauve,  long  trusses  of  semi-double  flowers, 

Claude  Bernard,  double,  a rapid  growing  variety  with  long  trusses  of  bright  mauve- 
lilac  flowers  ; very  early. 

Lamartine,  single,  beautiful  trusses  of  mauve-pink  flowers,  showy  and  very  early. 
Mirabeau,  single,  very  large  mauve  flowers,  the  earliest  of  all. 

Pascal,  single,  pure  lilac,  very  free. 

Vauban,  double,  regular  pale  mauve-pink  flowers,  very  free. 

Populus  Volga,  a poplar  from  the  Volga  river.  It  grow's  like  a Lombardy  poplar  and  is  claimed 
to  be  free  from  canker.

Grafted  Roses.  The  roses  we  offer  in  this  list  hav’e  been  grafted  on  very  strong  stocks  of  Mul- 
tiflora japonica  or  on  Mannetti;  they  were  planted  in  the  field  in  May  and  will  make 
reasonably  strong  plants  by  fall.  Some  of  the  varieties  w’e  offer  are  excellent 
novelties 

Elvira  Aramayo,  H.  T , a superb  intense  vermillion,  deeply  shaded  wdth  old  gold 
on  the  style  of  The  Queen  Alexandra  but  a shade  more  cerise.  It  is  a very  fine 
bloomer, 

Lafayette,  a new  dwarf  Tolyantha  rose,  with  very  fine  crimson  flow^ers  ; the  petals 
do  not  drop,  and  thus  lengthen  the  flowering  time.  The  flowers  are  produced  on 
long  trusses  in  great  quantity,  25  and  more  on  each  truss.  Always  in  flower,  from 
May  till  the  frosts. 

General  Smuts,  H.  T , a cross  of  General  McAthur  X Mme  Herriot,  a strong,  erect 
growing  variety  with  fine,  large,  glossy  foliage,  bearing  large,  nearly  double  flowers 
of  a peculiar  flaming  orange-red  color.  This  variety  is  very  hardy,  disease  re.sistant 
and  flowers  till  the  frosts, 

Ideal,  a dwarf  growdng  Polyantha  of  great  merit,  flow'ers  dark  amaranth-red,  keep- 
ing the  color  well.  The  flowers  are  produced  in  large  clusters, 

Koster’s  Orleans,  a Polyantha  variety.  It  is  a counterpart  of  the  old  Orleans  in 
all  save  color.  This  is  a brilliant  scarlet  red  ; there  is  no  finer  variety  from  a color 
point  of  view.  Like  its  parent,  it  is  claimed  to  be  an  excellent  forcing  variety. 
Very  hardy, 

Mme.  Alexander  Dreux,  H.  T.  Brilliant  golden  yellow  without  shading,  flowers 
large,  full  and  of  good  form,  growth  vigorous,  erect  branching,  very  free. 

Purity,  a pure  white  Climbing  rose,  blooms  with  flowers  like  a white  Cle«natis,  a 
very  strong  grow’er, 

Rosarie,  arose  of  the  same  habit  and  growth  as  Tausendschoen  but  of  a deeper  and 
more  even  shade  of  cerise-pink  ; a strong  vigorous  grower  and  free  bloomer  and  an 
excellent  variety'  for  forcing, 

Rudolph  Kluis,  a clear,  bright  pink  Polyantha,  an  improved  Ellen  Poulsen,  intro- 
duced by  the  winner  of  Greta  Kluis, 

Silver  Moon,  hardly  needs  any  description  ; the  pure  white,  semi-double  flowers 
are  four  inches  and  a half  in  diameter,  the  petals  are  of  great  substance.  The  large 
• bunch  of  yellow  stamens  add  to  its  attractiveness, 

Souv.  de  George  Pernet,  H.  T.,  one  of  the  Pernetiana  type  ; one  of  the  most  prom- 
ising bedding  ro.ses,  flowers  of  beautiful  Oriental-red  color,  the  end  of  the  petals 
cochineal  carmine,  shaded  with  yellow.  They  are  large,  full  and  globular,  the  oval 
buds  are  carried  on  erect  stems.  It  is  a vigorous  grower  of  branching  habit,  wdth 
green  foliage  ; an  abundant  bloomer, 

Souv.  de  H.  A.  Verschuren,  H.  T.  This  rose  is  without  any  doubt  one  of  the  very 
best  roses  for  cutting  and  bedding.  It  is  a very  good  grow'er,  on  the  style  of  Jonk- 
heer  Mock.  It  is  disease  resistant  and  very  hardy  ; the  flow'er  stems  are  very  long 
and  strong,  the  flowers  consequently  always  stand  vertical.  The  flowers  are  very 
w^ell  shaped,  very  double  and  have  an  exquisite  scent,  better  than  any  other  rose, 
w’hich  is  saying  a great  deal.  Its  color  is  deep  golden  yellow.
